"Rightly or wrongly. South 
Africa is viewed as THE test 
case in this matter by the vast 
majority of people of the 
world." 

NIELSEN said Secretary of 
State Dean Rusk. UN Ambas- 
sador Arthur Goldberg and G. 
M c n n e n Williams, assistant 
vccrelary of state for Arfican 
affairs, have shown concern, 
but that "in a good many parts . 
of the executive branch" and in 
Congress. South African prob- 
lems are "swept under the rug." 

He charged that U.S. church 
groups have given "relatively 
small attention" to the moral 
aspects of "thousands of Afri- 
can families torn apart by 
apartheid (South African segre- 
gation)." 

"A rigged trial is conducted 
of African nationalists, yet 
American bar associations have 
rarely protested. A great news- 
paper (The Rand Daily Mail) 
and its heroic editor are sub- 
jected to the most ominous 
threats and harassment by the 
South African government, but 
few American journalists or 
newspapers have risen in de- 
fense,” he said. 

U.S, charities have “given 
very little help" to victims of 
apartheid and to black South 
African students abroad "in 
desperate financial need."
